Destroyed by Flames. 


The big hangar at Candler field be- 
longing to Beeler Blevins, pioneer 
aviation operator of Atlanta and wide- 
ly known flier, Tuesday night was re- 


stroyed the huge galvanized iron 
structure and a number of airplanes, 
estimated at between 15 and 20, which 
it contained. The loss was estimated 
at slightly more than $140,000. 

The blaze was discovered about 9 
o'clock by County Policeman Vernon 
Owensby and C. C. Neal, who im- 
mediately notified the Hapeville Fire 
department. Engines were rushed to 
the scene, but by the time they ar- 
rived the hangar was a veritable in- 
ferno and their efforts in stemming 
the blaze, fanned by a brisk March 
breeze, were futile. Hapeville fire- 
men expressed doubt that they would | 
have been able to cope with the fire 


even if they had been able to reach 
the field soon after the conflagration 
started, in view of the fact that the 
airport water system is confined to 
a two-inch pipe, running to it from 
College park. 

Fire Origin Is Mystery. 


Origin of the fire remained a mys- 
tery at a late hour ‘Tuesday night. 
The county policeman who discovered 
the blaze reported that the west side 
of the hangar, an addition that Blev- 
ins recently erected, apparently 
caught first. Karly arrivals, how- 
ever, reported that the east side of 
the building seemed to be blazing 
more fiercely and was the first to 
colla pse. 

. Blevins, in a business conferenceé 
in Atlanta, could not be reached for 
several hoars and arrived at the field 
about 11 o’clock, by which time the 
airplanes, many of them new and 
high-priced ships, were twisted into 
grotesque shapes by the _ intensity 
of- the blaze. Two 50-gallon oil 
drums, their tops spit open by the 
heat, hurned for hours, shedding a 
lurid light over the scene of wreck- 
age. 
The hangar was heated by a wood- 
stove, located at the rear of the 
building, but Blevins doubted that 
it could have been responsible for the 
fire, inasmuch as it is the nightly 
custom of a negro helper to extin- 
guish the fire before leaving for the 
night. The wiring system recently 
had been replaeed, Blevins stated.

Linthicum said he favored the Sa- 
bath resolution which would permit 
State control under federal supervi- 
sion, theliquor to be disposed in fed- 
eral dispensaries only. He appealed 
to the Anti-Saloon League, which he 
credited with driving out the old sa- 
loon, to come to the front in the ef- 
fort to drive out speakeasies. 

From time to time the audience, 
consisting largely of women, many of 
whom stood for hours to hear the 
testimony. applauded the witnesses.

BARNETT NAMED 
FEW YEARS AGO 


Athens Man’s Appoint- 
ment, Coming During 
Holder Fight, Failed of 
Confirmation by Senate 


J. W. Barnett, Athens city engineer, 
is slated to succeed Colonel Sam Tate 
as chairman of the state highway 
board, it was stated positively Tues- 
day in capitol circles, 

Both Governor L. G. Hardman and 
Colonel Tate maintained silence rela- 
tive to the latter’s projected resigna- 
tion and the identity of his successor, 
Definite developments, however, are 
expected within the next few days, 
although it is intimated that the res- 


ignation may not become effective for 


several weeks, Colonel Tate is plan- 
ning to retire, it is understood, on 
the advice of his physician : 

Both Governor Hardman ind Col- 
onel Tate denied ‘Tuesday that . the 
conference between them in the morn- 
ing was in relation to the resignation 
or a successor for Colonel Tate. It 
was reported, however, that a further 
conference between the two was held 
Tuesday afternoon at the executive 
mansion. 

Mr. Barnett, it is known, is looked 
upon with favor by Governor Hard- 
man. He received an appointment as 
chairman of the state highway board 
at the beginning of the Hardman ad- 
ministration during the fight on 
Chairman John Holder, but failed of 
confirmation by the senate. 

Inel For Two Years. 

Under t rgia law, he was in+ 
eligible for a recess appointment for 


the next two years, but became eli- . 


gible after the intervention of the 1929 
session of the legislature. 

Mr. Barnett is a native Georgian 
and an alumnus of the University of 
Georgia. His present connection 1s 
as city engineer and superintendent 
of water works at Athens, 

During the World War he was 
chief engineer of fuel conservation in 
Georgia. He has been consulting engi- 
neer of United States government 
sewerage and drainage at Hot Springs, 
Arkansas. ; 

Among the engineering firms with 
which he has been associated are QO. 
H. Sheffield & Co., of Atlanta; Lud- 
low & Leabody, of New York, and 
Atweed & Nash, of Chapel Hill and 
Durham, N. C, 

: Barnett’s Work. 

During his engineering career he 
has designed and laid variéus kinds 
of pavements, planned and built a 
number of water works and sewerage 
systems, planned and directed the erec- 
tion. of a number of schools and pub- 
lic buildings and bridges, and direct- 
ed the building of the University of 
Georgia stadium. 

Mr. Barnett is a member of the 
Ameri¢an Society of Engineers, a 
past president of the Athens Cham- 
ber of Commerce, past president of 
the Athens Kiwanis Club and chair- 
man of the board of deacons of the 
First Presbyterian church of Athens.

Pope Pius XI attacked today the in-

His reference to unchaperoned girls 
apparently alluded to the new gen- 
eration in the United States and 
England, while his comment on books 
referred to a list printed by a fascist 
printing house in Italy. Both declara- 
tions were made in an address to 
Lenten preachers, 

The pope deplored the lack of pa- 
rental authority and excessive  free- 
dom for youth. Girls going to parties 
without chaperons detracted from the 
proper spirit toward their parents, he 
said, and many youths characterize 
their elders as “know-nothings.” 

The evil, according to the pontiff, 
originated . “overseas,” and “consists 
of the abdication of any rights and 
duties of surveillance by parents over 
sons and daughters.”

This is called auto- 
matic increase. Then they are paid 
another $5 a month for every month 
that they study in the summer. Then 
there is sabbatical leave. When Dr. 
Eubanks was on the board he in- 
troduced a measure designed to have 
ja few teachers for a month or so in 
the summer teach without compensa- 
[tion those pupils who were not pro- 
moted. Dr. Eubanks thought this an 
economical feature and said no teach- 
er would have to do such work often- 
er than once in five or six years. But 
Mr. Sutton amended this to mean 
that if a teacher taught say two 


months in the summer without pay | 


the next winter she might have a va- 
cation of four months on full pay. 
The automatic increase for summer

TOO LATE—TOO LATE! 
When Alderman Huiet stood up 


in an open session of the city coun- 
cil months ago and vocalized the 


charges of civic corruption and 


people was the instant moment for 
the council to have ordered a dras- 
tic and complete investigation of 
those charges. 

That .was the prompt and im- 
perative action that the startled 
people of the city expected from 
the council.

These new combined facilities 
will greatly improve the service to 
our disabled veterans, for whom we 
cannot do too much. Congressional 
legislation is pending that will so 
liberalize the present laws that com- 
pensation may be paid to many vet- 
erans not now eligible and provide 
more liberal compensation for many 
who are not now adequately com- 
pensated.

HOW TO HOLD YOUR CALORIES. 

Chittenden, famous nutrition physi- 
ologist, found that his normal weight 
and condition were maintained on 
1,600 calories a day. Underhill, an- 


other authority, though three inches 
above average height, maintained 
himself on 2,000 calories a day. Men- 
del, still another authority, also three 
inches above average height, main- 
tained his weight on 2,450. calories a 
day. ; . 

Physicians and physiologists (we 
need not pay serious attention to the 
notions of physical culture merchants 
or self-styled food specialists) general- 
ly agree that a sedentary adult re- 
quires from 2,000 to 2,500 calories a 
day. 

A calory is the amount of heat or 
energy it requires to increase the tem- 
perature of a gram of water one de- 
gree centigrade. A grain 1s approxt- 
mately one-fourth teaspoonful, and 1 
degree centigrade is 1.8 degrees Fah- 
repheit. (Some day we'll junk our 
ridiculous jumble of weights and 
measures and adopt the decimal or 
metric system with the rest of the 
world.) 

The human machine is more effi- 
cient than any invented by man. A 
body in fair condition develops 45 per 
cent energy or horsepower from the 
A Deisel engine de- 
velops 33 per cent, and a good steam 
engine only 22 per cent of the energy 
in the fuel consumed. 

Fuel for the body comes in the form 
of fat or oil, protein or nitrogenous 
material, and carbohydrate or starch 
and sugar. Mineral matter does not 
yield any energy, though essential for 
the functioning of the organs. Fiber, 
cellulose, carrier, packing, wrappers, 
binders, skins, bones, connective tis- 
tue, trellis work, does not yield energy 
but is desirable as an admixture with 
the fuel. 

A gram of protein, such as white of 
egg, lean meat, gluten of wheat, cot- 
tage cheese, yields four calories, There 
being approximately 28 grams in an 
ounce, you see an ounce of pure pro- 
tein would yield 112 calories.. A gram 
of pure starch or sugar yields exactly 
the same amount of heat or energy 
as a gram of protein. But a gram of 
pure fat or oil, such as suet, butter, 
Olive oil, yields 9.4 calories. 

The proportions of the three food 
materials which seem best adapted for 
man are as follows: 

From protein, 65 grams (2 ounces) 
250 calories. 

From oil or fat, 
700 calories. 

From carbohydrates, 3575 grams (15 
ounces) 1,500 calories. 

Of course these are only approxi- 

mate proportions. . Note that car- 
bohydrate is the main source of en- 
ergy, heat, warmth, function energy, 
nervous or brain power, or muscular 
work. 
Carbohydrate, meaning any kind of 
edible starch or sugar, is not only the 
most important food for man, but the 
most economical and the most quickly 
utilized. Protein and fat serve rather 
for repair material and for storage; 
starch or sugar serves for immediate 
energy demanded and is so utilized in 
the body. 

An adult burns up or uses 160 cal- 
ories in walking 2.7 miles in an hour. 
If he can walk (or run) four miles 
in an hour he burns up 500 calories.

Thus commonness becomes the foundation of great achievement, for_ 
it engenders the discontent without which there is no progress. 

Those born to high place, wealth or power may be able men, but 
they are content to mark time and enjoy their advantages. 

There is no inspiration in contentment. 

Common men have been leaders in every fight to assert and preserve 


the rights of man.

But the man called common receives no praise for his greatest con- 
tribution to civilization, and the laurels that should be his are given to 
the high born, the wealthy and the powerful.

COOLIDGE DAM, Ariz., March 4. 
(P)—Calvin Coolidge, former presi- 
dent of the United States, today for- 
mally dedicated a great dam named 
in bis honor, and in the same breath 
called upon the people of the south- 
west to dedicate themselves to the 
task of completing another great proj- 
ect—Boulder canyon dam.

‘+ COLUMBUS, Ga., March 4.—In 
its efforts to excavate itself out of 
the category of “lost cities,” Colum- 


bus has taken an important step for- 
ward. 

Acting for the Electrie City, J. 
Ralston Cargill has obtained from 
James O. Spearing, automobile editor 
of the New York Times, the confes- 
sion that the existence of Columbus 
is recognized. But Mr. Spearing’s 
explanation of the “why” of the omis- 
sion of Columbus is not fully satis- 
factory to Mr. Cargill, while Barschall 
Andrews and G. Gunby Jordan, joint 
discoverers of the mapographic crime 
are entirely unenthusiastie over the 
Times’ automobile editor’s casual 
handling of the capital of southwest 
Georgia. 

The letter from Mr. Spearing, which 
is addressed to J. Ralston Cargill, see- 
retary and traffic manager of the Co- 
lumbus Chamber of Commerce, is in 
full, as follows: ' 

There was no intention to slight 
the city of Columbus in our map 
printed February 23. The map 
was really designed to emphasize 
roads along the gulf coast and no 
attempt was made to show all the 
highways and all the cities in the 
section covered. We regret that 

Columbus was not mentioned on 

the map, but if some names are 
not omitted on a map of this 

character it is likely to become 
more confusing than helpful to 
moto: ‘sts, 

On December 8 last we printed 

a map of roads in Georgia and 
South Carolina. Columbus was 
shown on this map, and you may 
be sure that we will include your 
city whenever we print a map 
dealing specifically with the re- 
gion in which it is situated. 

We shall be glad to receive the 
material which you are sending. 

_ Quite naturally, here in Columbus, 
it is not understandable how it would 
be confusing to put this city on the 
map, when several towns in its vicin- 
ity with a combined population not 
equal to half of the number of per- 
sons in the metropolis of southwest 
Georgia appeared with startling dis- 
tinctness. 

Interest iu the temporary obscurity 
of Columbus stirred citizens to such 
a pitch of interest in archaeology that 
there were inquiries for Former Gov- 
ernor Joseph M, Brown’s noted volume 
on the “Lost Atlantis,” a subject 
which at present is intriguing Charles 
G. Dawes, United States ambassador 
o the Court of St. James's. 

With the season of weddings and 
burgeonings and nesting at hand, the 
citizens of Columbus are not inclined 
to view Mr. Spearing’s untoward slip 
with jaunéiced eyes.

LATERAL PASSING. 


The fact that several well known teams are to give more attention 
to lateral passing in spring practice recalls the fact that the best lateral 
passing pair in football last fall happened to be Gentle and Masters, of 
Pennsylvania. 

Harvard had a first-class lateral combination; in -which Mays 
often handled the ball, and Mays was a fast-running, hard-running 
elusive back. 

But Gentle and Masters made a perfect combination. Both were ex- 
tremely fast, both could throw or receive and both had unusually sound 
judgment in picking the exact second or half second to let the ball go. 
This pair used the lateral. quite effectively against California. They 
used it effectively enough to march to a touchdown with this play and 
to keep the Westerners bothered all afternoon. They used it straight 
through the season, and finished with a brilliant exhibition against Cornell 
in the closing game. ; 

One of the main secrets of successful lateral passing is picking 
the right time to make the pass. If it is thrown a moment too 
soon or a moment too late it may lead to disastrous effects. Gen- 
tle and Masters timed the play correctly at almost every trial. 
Once in a while some mechanical fault developed, such as a short 
pass, but on two such occasions Masters scooped the ball from 
the ground at top speed and went along for several yards. 

These two will be together again next fall, and by that date thev 
will be even more dangerous. With any sort of line support they should 
be two of the most effective backs of the year, East or West.

‘DOCTOR EXONERATED 


IN DRUG MAILING CASE 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 4.—(P) 
Dr. James E. Harris, of New York, 
not only stood acquitted today of a 
charge of illegally sending a narcotic 
through the mails, but had the per- 
sonal exoneration of the trial judge, 
who denounced the charge against the 
New York physician as “baseless.” 

A verdict of not guilty was re- 
turned by a federal court jury here 
yesterday after only three minutes’ 
deliberation. 

“I. don’t think as baseless a charge 
has ever been brought against a 
reputable man without evidence of 
any description,” Judge Harry B. 
Anderson said when the verdict was 
announced. 

“Perhaps I should have directed a 
verdict but I felt that after coming 
so far to face this trial that you were 
entitled to vindication by a jury,” 
Judge Anderson told the physician. “I 
think the record has demonstrated 
that you are a faithful, honest and 
kindly physician. I hope that this 
affair will not affect your practice 
in New York.”

Stockholders To Vote on 
Refinancing Plan Pro-* 
posed by Bankers—Hal- 
sey, Stuart Oppose. 


NEW YORK, March 4.—(#)—In

NEW FRUIT PRESERVE 
AGENT STUDY PLANNED 


WASHINGTON. March 4.—(Spe- 
cial.) —-Representative Sam Ruther- 
ford, of the sixth district, today ant 
nounced that he is considering the 
introduction of a bill loaking for an 
appropriation sufficiently large to en- 
able the United States department of 
agriculture to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the feasibility of using 

ice in the preservation of fruits, 
especially the Georgia peach. 

Congressman Rutherford has al- 
ready taken the matter up with Wells 
A. Sherman, chief of the division of 
fruits and vegetables of the depart? 
ment of agriculture, and has received 
full information concerning the limit- 
el experiments the department hax 
already made in the use of “dry” 
ice. 

According to Mr. Sherman, solid 
carbon dioxide, which is more common- 
ly know as dry ice, will permit of the 
keeping of fruit in practically its oriz- 
inal freshness for long periods, He 
advises Congressman Rutherford, how- 
ever, that it is not the judgment of 


‘the department that it can be used 


successfully yet in the keeping or stor- 


ing of peaches, because of its expense 
-and also because if used in too great 


“quantity at its present stage of de- 
of the fruit 
would be affected. 

Ordinary ice cannot produce tem- 
peratures low enough to freeze fruits, 
but dry ice can carry the tempera- 
ture down to 140 degrees below freez- 
ing. 

Mr. Sherman informed .Congress- 
man Rutherford that the department 
has already experimented with three 
peach shipments from Fort Valley, 
with limited use of dry ice and the 
usual amount of ordinary ice. 

Mr. Sherman concludes his letter 
by saying: 

“There seems to be a_ possibility 
that under some conditions a supple- 
mentary use of solid carbon dioxide 
may serve as a superior substitute 
for pre-cooling, but our specialists are 
of the opinion that at the present 
stage of development to attempt to 
ship fruit with solid carbon dioxide as 
the sole refrigerating agent would be 
unwise because the possibility of 
overfreezing the product and ‘the 
danger of spoiling its flavor.” 

It is to facilitate the experimental 
work of the department that Mr. 
Rutherford is considering the intro- 
duction of his bill 

Congressman Edwards, of the first 
district, only recently introduced a 
similar bill seeking a $25,000 appro- 
priation to assist the departnient in 
seeking facts about packing and ship- 
ping melons of various kinds.
